AUy IT Please Youe Majesty, 

Another year of the histoi-y of this College has rolled away, 
and, in accordance w^ith the Statutes, I have the honour to 
present to Your Majesty my annual Eeport on our condition and 
progress during that period. 

According to custom, I begin hy speaking ot 

The Numbee of Students, 

and in this respect I am glad to be able to announce a con- 
tinued and noteworthy advance. Full statistics, regarding all 
the Faculties and Classes, will be found in tables which I have 
placed in the appendix, bub I may here refer to one or two 
features in the attendance of the Session which appear to deserve 

special notice. . 

In the Faculty of Arts I was able last year to chronicle 
a marked growth in the entrances, the numbers of students 
commencing in that Faculty having been nearly double those of 
the previous Session. This year I have to report a most grain- 
ing increase in the entrances in the Faculty of Medicine. The 
facts here ai-e, indeed, very striking. Briefly, they are ^ follows : 
—The numbers entering upon the study of medicine in Queen s 
College, Belfast, as shown by the official returns which are now 
before me. were higher than those in any other Medical School 
in Ireland’ with the single exception of “The Catholic University 
School of' Medicine,” Dublin, which shows an entrance of three 
students more than we had. But, still more remarkable 
the entrances svith us were larger than those in any Medical 
School in England with two exceptions, viz., the Dmversity of 
Cambridge and Guy’s Hospital, London. I consider these facts 
so noteworthy as to deserve mention here. They tell their own 
tale without any comment of mine. 
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I do not wonder that our Medical School attracts such a large 
and inereasiug body of students. It possesses a staff ol which 
any College might be proud, all its members experts in the 
branches of science which they teach, and some of them enjoying 
a European fame. For its clinical work it now enjoys the 
unrivalled facilities opened to it by the ward,s of our new and 
splendidly equipped Royal Victoria Hospital, together with those 
of the admirable special hospitals with which Belfast is so well 
supplied. And its fees are very low compared with those of many 
similar Schools. It has had a very honourable past, and 
its present condition is most prosperous, but there are not 
a few indications that a future still larger in usefulnes.s and 
reputation lies before it. 

In our School of Law, again, never one of our largest depart- 
ments, the numbers attending during the Session just ended 
were exactly double tho.se of the previous year. Doubtless, the 
regulation of the Benchers of King’s Inns, which recognises 
attendance at the lectures of our Law Professors, contributes to 
the prosperity of this School, as does also the provision of the 
Solicitors (Ireland) Act of 1898 which enables solicitors’ appren- 
tices to shorten their period of service by attending hei-e. 

The School of Engineering also showed an increase. It is thus 
gratifying to find that no one Faculty is being developed at the 
expense or to the exclusion of another. Alike in Arts, Medicine, 
Engineering, and Law, we are able to mark gi-owth and 
expansion. 

I have further to chronicle the establishment of a 
New Faculty 

during the year — that of Music. 

In last Report 1 announced the institution of a Lectureship in 
Music and the appointment thereto of Dr. Lawrence Walker. A 
class in Harmony was opened under his care, and was carried on 
to the end of the session with such encouraging results that it 
may now be set dov/n, I think, as one of our permanent arrange- 
ments. To this class the Library of Music proved a most useful 
adjunct. A series of Chamber Concerts, also, five in number (to 
which .students were admitted at half fees), was given during 
the winter under the directorfship of Dr. Walker, and had most 
satisfactory attendances, the Examination Hall being filled on 
every occasion. Amongst others, works of Schubert, Brahms, 
Beethoven, Strauss, Haydn, Elgar, and Mozart, were rendered! 
There was also a lecture by Dr. Henry Hiles, Professor of 
Musical Composition in the Victoria University, on “Archi- 
tectural Form in Music,” and we had, in addition, several 
Recitals on the Mitchell Organ, on the piano, and the violin, at 
which works of Handel, Bach, Mozai-t, Purcell. Mendelssohn, and 
others were rendered. Professor Morton also rendered valuable 
aid by giving a course of lectures on “Sound, with special 
reference to Music.” The establishment of the new Faculty, with 
the adjuncts to which I have referred, Is a departure likely to 
be of much advantage to the study and knowledge of music, alike 
in the College and the city. 
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111 m}’ last Report I was alile to make the pleasing statement 
that the number of our 

Lady Students 

had risen to a higher poiut than had ever been previously reached 
in our history. This year I have the pleasure of announcing a 
still further advance, the total number of ladies enrolled on 
our books during the twelve months being 59. These were dis- 
tributed over the Faculties of Arts, Medicine, Law and Music, and 
not a few of them gained valuable Scholarships and Prizes. Next 
se.ssion I hope to see a still larger number of members of the 
gentler .sex in our class-rooms. 

This was the first University College in Ireland to admit 
women to its class-rooms. We are proud of the fiiet and glad 
that our example is being followed by others. 

Another interesting feature of the work of the year was the 
advent of a body of teachers of Secondary Schools, who, to the 
number of .seventy, pursued a summer course in Science. It may 
be remembered that I reported a similar course as having been 
held in 1903, and in this present summer again lectures of 
a like kind are being delivered. I hope we may regard this 
additional work, so de.sirable in itself and in the interests of 
education, a.s having reached the position of a standing arrange- 
ment. 

Evening and other classes were conducted hy several of the 
professors for the heaeflt of those of the public who are unable 
to take advantage of ordinary college lectures, and it is proposed 
to adopt the same course again during the ensuing winter. 

ScHOLARSHIP.S, &C. 

There was the usual competition for the College Studentships. 
Scholarships, and Exhibitions, at the beginning of the Se.ssion. 
For the Scholarships of the first year pupils from the leading 
secondary schools of Ulster competed. 'I’he successful candidates 
were supplied hy the following schools The Royal Academical 
Institutioii, Belfast; the Methodist College; Campbell College; 
Victoria College ; Ballymena Academ 3 ', and Tullylish Collegiate 
School. The Royal Academical Institution had the honour of 
supplying the winners of the coveted hi‘.st places both on the 
classical and mathematical sides. 

The various Scholarships, Studentships, Exhibitions, and 
Prizes, of public or private foundation, which we po.ssess, amount- 
ing altogether in pecuniary value bo over £2,400 per annum, 
have always been of the utmost service to the cause of Ulster 
education, both as incentives to study, and as affording to such 
of our Ulster young men and women, as are not possessed of too 
lai-ge a supply of "this world’s goods, the means of supporting 
themselves during their College life. There is no reason, why, 
by means of these Scholarships and tho.se of the Royal University, 
such students may not obtain their education here at a very 
small rate indeed, or even altogether free. Many have done so. 
It was a wise provision of the State, when the College was 
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founded, to endow it with the means of doing this, and the 
henehcenee of generous friends of education has materially 
augmented its powers in this respect. 

I have the pleasure of reporting that the Council has instituted 
a series of 

New Scholaeshtps 

for the special encouragement of modern literary studies. During 
the three years commencing svith next session, it is proposed to 
offer for competition twelve such Scholarships, each tenable for 
a year, and of the value of £24. Two of the new Scholarships 
will, in each year, be offered for competition to matriculated Arts 
students entering the College, and it is intended that the subjects 
of examination shall be English, French, German and Latin. The 
first examination for these Scholanships will be held in October 
next. Two of the Scholarships will bo appropriated to .students 
entering upon their second year. The first examination for these 
will be held in October, 1906. Two will be available for students 
entering upon their third year, the first examination being held 
in October, 1906. The Scholarships will be open, like all our 
other Scholarships, both to men and women. We have deemed 
it advisable to take this important stop -a new step in our 
College — ^in order to meet the needs of those who wish to 
pursue a modern course of studies, and we have no doubt that 
experience will prove its wisdom. We have no intention of 
faltering in our allegiance to the older learning. Classics and 
Mathematics continue, and will continue, to occupy the place 
which they have always held in our curricula, and the Scholarsliips 
which have hithei-to been awarded for proficiency in them will 
still he offered for competition. 

The Purser Studentship. 

Very happily, just at the time when we are instituting these 
Modern Scholarships, there has been established a very valuable 
foundation for the furtherance of study and research in Mathe- 
matical Science. The history of this foundation deserves record. 
In October last we were called to lament the death of the beloved 
and ever-to-be-remembered John Purser. He had only retired 
from the Chair of Mathematics in the end of 1901, and we had 
hoped for him a long enjoyment of the rest wliieh he had earned. 
But it had been otherwise decreed by the all-wise Disposer 
of events.- His death caused the deepest grief in College, 
where we had had such long experience of his lofty charactm, 
his unselfish aims, his devotion to duty, his profound scholarship.’ 
It is a great joy to us that his name is to be perpetuated among 
us in a manner at once most appropriate and most useful. His 
brother. Professor Frederick Purser, F.T.C.D., has placed in my 
hands the sum of £3,000 for the purpose of founding a Student- 
ship in Mathematics in memory of our departed Professor, and 
thus carrying on the work in which his life was spent. ’ We 
anticipate great advantage to the College and to the cause of 
Mathematical Science from this foundation. It has been arranged 
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that the appointment to the Studentship shall be by election, 
without examination ; that the holder shall be required to devote 
himself to study and research in Mathematics ; that he shall 
assist the Professor of Mathematics in lecturing and in tutorial 
work ; and that the Studentship shall he open not only to Queen’s 
College men, but to others who may wish to apply. The first 
appointment is to be made in time for the work of next session, 
and applications are to reach the Registrar not later than 1st 
September. The annual income of the Studentship will he almut 
£ 110 . 

Another death which filled our hearts with sincere and 
profound grief during the past winter was that of the late 

Sib James Musgeave, Babt., d.i,., 
founder of the Musgrave Chair of Pathology. Few men in our 
community were so esteemed or trusted. None were more 
convinced of the value of education, and none more anxious to 
advance it. Tho Musgrave Chair will he a perpetual memorial 
of him within our walls. Nor can we soon forget his interest 
in our “Better Equipment E’und” from the time of its establish- 
ment, nor the many other kindly actions by which he evinced his 
sympathy with our work. Our academic body sadly followed 
his remains to their final resting-place, and they feel that thej- 
have, indeed, by his demise, lost a friend. The following 
resolution was placed upon the Minutes of Council to recoid 
for all time our estimate of his character and our loss. 


“ Rusolved — 

“That we place on record our profound sorrow at the death of Sir 
James Musarlve. Bart., D.L.. and our sincere sympathy with his sister 
■ind brothers in their bereavement, and that we also record our sense of the 
heavy loss which the community has sustained by the demise of a citiren 
so Mblic-spirited and large-hearted, and the College by the dece^ of a 
benefactor so thoughtful and so munificent His constant readiness o 
^sist us in our times of need we can never forget, and the splendid help 
which he gave in the establishment of the fund for the tetter equipment 
of the College, and, in particular, by the foundation of The Musgrave 
Chair of Pathology,” rendered a service to iis and to science the value of 
which it would he difficult to over-estimate.” 

Appoiktmewts. 

Durincr the year the Chair of Modern Languages, which had 
been rendered vacant by the retirement of Professor Meissner 
was filled by the appointment of Professor Max Freund, Ph.U., ot 
the University of Leipzig. There were twenty-six candidates f or 
the ofiice some of them men of high eminence and scholarship. 
At a time when modern language.s are occupying a more and 
more important position in the education^ world, it is of jp’eat 
imnortance that this chair should be suitably and ably filled 
and I am happy to report that the new professor has, since his 
Appointment, been devoting himself to his work with zeal, 

ability, and acceptance. , , . .u ^ e n 

Another appointment made during the yea,r was that of Dr. 
Thomas Houston to be Joint Lecturer m Medical Jurisprudence 
with Dr. Lorrain Smith. His election made another addition to 
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the list of former students of the College who have attained to 
places on the teaching stall’ and his brilliant academical career 
leads us to anticipate valuable results from his appointment to 
this important lectureship. 

The usual long list of high honours was gained by our 
students at the examinations of the Royal University atid else- 
where during the yeai’, and will be found fully recorded in the 
appendix to this Report. To give a full list of them here would 
be impossible, the uumbers being so very largo, and a selection 
would be invidious. I may perhaps, however, be excused for 
mentioning the remarkable fact that of the two Junior Fellow- 
ships of the Royal University which were awarded last autumn 
both were gained by men from this College, that in Natural 
Philosophy by Mr. T. B. Vinycomb, M.A., and that in Chemistry 
with Experimental Physics by Mr. John Hawthorne, B.A. 
These Junior Fellowship.? are the great prizes of the University 
Their pecuniary value is £800 each, and the examination for 
them IS very severe and searching. The Medical Studentship 
(which p the highest University prize on the medical side), was 
also gained by one of our students, Mr. W. A. Osborne, M B 
and the answering of the second candidate, Mr. John C. Rankin’ 
M.B. (also a Belfast man), was of .such a distingui.shed character 
that the Senate awarded him a special prize. The peeuiiiarv 
value of this Studentship is £400. ^ 

Religious Supervision of the Student.s. 


During the year the excellent provisions made in the Colleo-e 
Statutes, for the supervision of the students, and their iustruc- 
tion in the tenets of their respective churche.s, were faithfully 
carried out by the several Deans of Residences who have been 
appointed for that purpose by warrant under the Royal Sign 
Manual. At the commencement of the session each Dean was 
furnished by the Registrar, according to the usual custom, with 
a list of the names and addresses of the students belonginir to his 
Church, and I now append the reports which I have received 
from the Deans as to the manner in which their responsible duties 
their opinion of the students com- 
mitted to their care. I give the reports in the order of the

The College Library. 

The following report from the Librarian, Professor F. S. 
Boas, M.A. (his first report since appointment), 1 give with 
sincere pleasure. It is an account of good w'ork well done, and 
of admirable results achieved : —

“ I send, at your request, a short report on the progress of the Library 
duiing the Session 1903-4. 


% 
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“ Preparatory to my entering upon the duties of librarian at the begin- 
ning of this Session, the Library Committee resolved that an inventory 
should be made during the Long Vacation of all the books and periodicals 
under their charge. This work was ably carried out by the Assistant- 
Librarian, Mr. Itapple. From his memorandum laid before the Com- 
mittee at their meeting in November, it was ascertained that the total 
number of volumes, parts, and pamphlets at that period on the shelves 
was 51,299. 


“ During the present Session the additions by presentation and pur- 
ehase have been unusually large, amounting to 753 volumes, 136 parts, 
and 69 pamphlets. ‘Fuller details are given in the Appendix to your 
Repor^ where it will be seen that the gifts to the Library from Govern- 
nmnt Departments and other sources continue to be numerous and valu- 
able. Those from the Director of the British Museum have been specially 
important. 

“ During the Session a new system of expending the annual Libraiy 
Grant has been adopted. The Grant has been allocated in eoual proper- 
tions to the various departments of the College, and the Council has 
voted certain additional sums to a few departments with special needs, 
the system has worked satisfactorily (though some modifioatious in 
details may afterwards be found desirable), and the oxpendituro of the 
Library has thus been brought under stricter control. 

“ In counretioTL with this new arrangement, the list of periodicals has 
carefully revised, and care has also been taken to strengthen the 
library materially in certain directions where it had been liitherto weak, 
rap^ially in complete editions of the English poets, and in works on 
Natural History. 


'vr important feature of the session has been the addition of the 

Musical Library, partly presented by the newly-founded Musical Society 
:^ivate donors, partly purchased out of a special grant from- the 
Better Equipment Fund. The musical scores have been extensively 
used, and special shelves for their accommodation have been fitted hv the 
Board of Works. ^ 


“A number of improvements in detail in the equipment, furniture, 
and heatmg of the building have been made. Others, on a larger scale 
are in contemplation. It is the constant aim of the Committee to render 
the Library increasingly useful and attractive to the staff and students 
of the Allege, and to all m the North of Ireland who are engaged in 
systematic study or research. I am glad to say that the facilitils which 
the Libiary offers for this purpose are already being talten advantage of 
by scholars unconnected with the College, and I hope that this will be a 
still more marked feature in future sessions.

“ A considerable nnmber of animals have been adde<l to the ^It^ical 
collection-s, especially such as serve to illustrate local marine amlngy. 

The Medical Museum continues to receive additions to _ its 
treasures through the thoughtfulness of members of the j .vofe.ssion. 
The Materia Medina Museum is reported to contain a good 
collection of specimens, which have been arranged and named m 
accordance with the now British Pharmacopccia._ The Museum 
oE Sanitary Science continues to receive the anxious and kindly 
attention of its founder. Dr. Henry O'Neill. A goodly list oi 
donations, with names of the (Ionova, to all the Muaeum^i, ^mU oe 
found in the appendix. 

The Chemical. Physical, Anatomical, Phj'siolngical, Patlio- 
loo-ical, and Pharmaceutical Laboratories were all busily employed 
during the year. 

The Better Equipment Fond. 

The Executive Committee of the Fund for the Better Equip- 
ment of the College have continued to prosecute their excellent 
work durinw the year with unabated ardour and with no small 
success It is most refreshing to see our Council Room occupied 
at its various meetings by men who. though immeraed m temeas, 
do not hesitate to give much of their time ^1 ^bought to the 
cause of higher education. Sir Otto Jaffe, J.P., Lord Mip'or of 
Belfast, and one of the most generous fnends of the Fund since 
its inception, was unanimously _ fwked by the Committee to 
succeed The Right Hon. Sir Darnel Dixon, D.L in the office of 
Chairman, and, to the great satisfiiction of the members, he 
consented. 

One of the most valnahle and important benefactions ^ynt 
bestowed upon the Fund was given during the winter, the 
Misses Riddel, Beeohmount, Belfast, handed to the Committee 
the sum of £.'1,000 for the foundation of a 

“ Riddel Demonstratorship 

in Pathology and Bacteriology ” in connection with the “Mus- 
grave Chair of Pathology.’ This endowment will be of the 
freatest service. It will perpetuate the name of a well-known 
Md Belfast family in a most honourable maimer, and, at the same 
time is certain to prove of much advantage, not only to the 
Gollecre but to the ^ and, indeed, the entire province in the 
nrevention and cure of disease. I have already men-

wiven by Professor Frederick Purser, F.T.C.D., for the foundation 
Srr-' Purser Studentship” in Mathematics in memory of his 
brother Professor John Pui-ser, who was one of the first Secre- 
taries of the Equipment Fund, and took the keenest interest m 
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its working and success. This benefaction will also be of o-reat 
and lasting value. Our Lord Mayor, who liad already subscribed 
generously to the Fimd, gave us during the year a further proof 
of his interest in it by be.stowing, through it, upon the Colleo-e 
three tubes of Radium, each containing twenty milligramnies 
whidi, when not required in College, are to bo at the .service of 
the Belfast hospitals under certain .specilied conditions. There is 
still plenty of work for this Committee, but the long list of 
desiderata, which the promoters of the Equiiiment scheme set 
before them when it wa.s inaugurated, is being steadily reduced 
j^ar by year, and, if the present rate of progress is maintained if 
the generous spirit evinced by so many of our friends continues 
and it the Treasury does its part, there is good reason to hope 
that, ere very long, the College will j)o.s.se.ss, throughout all its 
departments, such an equipment as .such a college outdit to 
have. ^ b 

Foi the Riddel Demonstratorship, which I have just mentioned

From the brief account which I have given of our history and 

proceedings during the past academic year, it will lie seen that 
the College shows no indications of any diminution of zeal oi 
success in the great work for which it wms e.stabhshed. I 
have hut one regret in regard to it, hut that one _i.s of a veiy 
serious cliaracter. Although, in .speaking of it mirie_ may be 
an unheeded voice crying in the wilderness, I 

duty did I not utter it.- At the commencement of the Session 
the Council (and afterwards the entire Corporate 
mously adopted a series of resolutions calling the attention ol 
Your Majesty’s Government “ to the urgent necessity for urge y 
increasing the equipment and staft of the College. 

We pointed out that not only were we impeded in our work 
" by the lack of an adequate equipment, l:mt the mtere.sts of the 
great commercial and manufactunug oommumty in wRich the 
College is placed, and which ought to bo provided with the best 
available appliances for_ scientific instruction and investigation, 
umst inevitably sufi'en* 

We stated that “in our opinion the College urgently requires 
enlartred facilities for teaching and research, an increase m the 
Lmber of its chairs, the provision of assistants to the professors, 
a much larger grant to the Library, and other additions which 
need not here he more particularly detoiled, masniuch a-s 
were fully stated in evidence before the recent Royal Com- 
mission on University Education in Ireland. 

We called attention to the fact that “ a large increase in the 
staff equipment, and endowment of the College was unani- 
Ssly^^'d in most appreciative terms, recommended by the 
University Commission.’’ 

We pointed out that our College "has claims of 

operltion. In so doing, it gave the IgcaUty no voice in the 
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management of the new College, but in the ‘ Colleges Act ’ 
assumed full responsibility for its maintenance, administration 
and expansion.” 

We mentioned the fact that “when, in recent years, the ex- 
pansion of theteaching,required inyariousdepartmeuts, had com- 
pelled the College to ask the Government to provide increased 
means for carrying on its work, we were given to understand 
that the application would be favourably considered if by local 
contributions, the people of Belfast should show theii- interest 
in the College. Such local contributions can now be reported 
to a very large amount. Through the operations of the 
College ‘Better Equipment Fund’ alone, most valuable ad- 
ditions have been made to our property and equipment. 
Altogether, the public have bestowed upon the College not 
much less than £100,000. The College, and the subscribers to 
this h und, hold that that local support ha.s now been assured 
the evidence of which was regarded by the Ti-oasury as a 
necessary preliminary to a provision for the required expansion 
ol our equipments and staff.” 


We stated that, all this being so, “ the only argument for the 
continual po.stponement of any measure, providing for the 
of file College, must be based on the 
dilticulty of finding a practicable scheme for settling the 
general University question. To insist, however, that this 
difficulty should he permitted to stand in the way of the 
development of higher education here would be most unfair to 
the community in which the College has been so successful 
unjust to those who have acted in response to the Treasury’s 
request for evidence of local support, and would introduce con- 
ditions which have not been in any way created by the College 
and over which it has no control.” We therefore urgently im-' 
peered the Government “to take these evils into their immediate 
consideration, and, at the earliest moment, to adopt such 
nieasures as may eflfectually remedy a state of affairs which 
places young Ulster men at a serious disadvantage in regard 
to their education, and cannot hut be detrimental, in nfany 

S of Ireland” 


Leading public bodies in Belfast, which arc interested in the 
education of the people, sent forward to the Government u 
resolutions pressing our case upon their attention. Among the* 
were the Belfast Chamber of Commerce, the Belfast Natural His- 
toiy and Philosophical Society the Ulster Medical Society \e 
Governois °f ttie Royal Academical Institution, Belfast^’ the 
Governors of the Royal Academy, Belfast; and the Governors^of 
the Sullivan Schools, Holywood. But, I regret to say all this 
action has, for so far, been unavailing. Our claims 
unanswered Our grievances, which m-e not only on; grievances 
but those of Ulster are unredressed. The College, however has 
done Its duty in calling attention to them, and I can only hope

that ere long we shall see the dawn of a brighter clay. But it 
ought not to he forgotten that the continual delay in aitending 
to this matter is working serious mischief. One generation alter 
another of students is suffering from it. N ot a few of the generous 
people of Belfast, in that lofty spirit of self-help, which is one ot 
our most strongly marked eharacteristic.s, are doing their tet to 
cope with the need, as the annals of our Better Equipment Fund 
show. I hope and feel sure we shidl receive more and more ot tins 
o-enerous help. Nor can I doubt that the State will, ere long, 
awake to a sense of its duty, and place an institution which is 
its own creation, and of the responsibility for whicli it cannot 
divest itself, in its proper position for fulhlhiig the trust com- 
mitted to it. During Your Majesty s recent visit to IreUi Kh 
many in this part of the country, as well as elsewliwe, i^^d ^ 
profound satisfiiction the following words spoken by Y oui Majesty , 
in reply to an address of welcome ; — 

■■ I have, noticed witt Mercsf the statement mhich has been, made that 
m the better education of the ■people lies the one ijreat hope of the future. 
In this view I concur, for the wide diffusion of cultivated intelligence 'is 
the surest guarantee of social peace and the most f ruitful source of self- 
reliance.” 


What we need is that the view thus expressed shall be trans- 
lated into practice in Belfast and all over the country.

IT. That we further call the earnest attention of His MaiestVs 
Government to the fact that a scheme for the foundation in thf College 
of a Faculty of Comnmroe, with adequate courses of study, which has 
been devised through the joint action of the Belfast Chamlier of Oonj- 
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merce and the College, and in support of •which several munificent dona- 
tions have been ofiered, remains inoperative because we have not the 
necessary funds to carry it out. 

V. To another important matter we also call attention: — A com- 
mittee composed of representative of the Belfast Town Council, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the College, this year unanimously agreed 
upon a scheme for providing Belfast with a system of Higher Technical 
Education by means of a correlation between the College and the local 
Municipal Technical Institute. The Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction has expressed the view that a separate system of 
higher education is necessary for Belfast and has also approved of the 
above method of accomplishing this desirable end. But little progress 
has been made with the project, although Dublin and the South of 
Ireland are being provided, by means of the development of the Royal 
College of Science and in other ways, with a complete system of Higher 
Technical Instruction at a large cost to the State. 

VI. At -the beginning of a new Collegiate Session, when the evils of 
which we complain are once more pressed upon our attention with 
augmented force, owing to the fact that in more than one department 
of the Collie the attendance of students is larger than it has been for 
many years, we believe that 'Wfe should fail in our duty if we did not call 
the earnest attention of His Majesty’s Government to matters like these, 
which are all the more serious because they affect not the College only, 
but the interests of the liigher education of the whole of the North of 
Ireland. We therefore urgently implore the Government to take these 
evils into their immediate consideration, and at the earliest moment to 
adopt such measures as may effectually remedy a state of affairs which 
places young Ulster men at a serious disadvantage in regard to their 
education, and cannot but be detrimental, in many ways, to the best 
interests of Belfast and the whole of tlie North of Ireland. 

VII. We beg to point out that *this College has manifold claims of 
its own on the attention of the Government. The Government,^ in 
founding the College, supplanted the Institution for higher education, 
which the City of Belfast had provided for^ itself many y^ears before, 
and which was in full and vigorous operation. In so doing, it gavf' 
the locality no voice in the management of the new College, but in the 
“Colleges Act” assumed full responsibility for its maintenance, 
administration, and expansion. 

The history of the College proves that in supplying higher education 
in the Province of Ulster, according to the method laid down in its 
Charter, it has very successfully carried out the intentions of the 
Government. 

When in recent years the expansion of the teaching required in various 
departments had compelled the College to ask the Government to provide 
increas^ means for carrying on its work, we were given to understand 
that the application would be favourably considered if,^ by local con- 
tributions, the people of Belfast should show their interest in the 
Cofllege. Such local contributions can now be reported to a very large 
amount. Our President was last year able to inform the Royal Com- 
mission on University Education in Ireland that up to that time nearly 
£60,000 had been contributed by the locality for the erection of buildings, 
the foundation of Chairs, the establishment of studentships, scholar- 
ships, &c. Through the operations of the College “Better Equipment 
Fund” alone, of whose Committee the 1/ord Mayor of Belfast is Cliair- 
man, most valuable additions have been made to our property and equip- 
ment. 'During the two years which have elapsed since the establishment 
of this fund its receipts have been about £10,000, and it is expected in 
the near future to he the means of conveying to the College even larger 
benefactions than we have yet reeoived. Altogether, llie pnhlie have

Bequeathed by Robert Sullivan, Esq., nt.n., Bamstor-at-Law, the 
sum of Four 'Hiousand Pounds for the endowment of Three Scholarships 
in Queen's College, Belfast, to he called the Sullivan Scholarships, 
two of them to he restricted to candidates who shall have acted as 
Teachers or Assistant Teachers in Irish National Schools for at leas 
two years, and one of them to candidates who shall have b^een educate 
in the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, for at least three yeai s . 

These Scholarships are of the annual value of Forty Pounds each and 
are tenable for three years. 
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
